2. For the record we woulđ like to call to your attention 
anóther stirange inciđent in Subject’s hlstory which, although 
it cannot’ be ăcòurately evaluated as yet, certainly gives 
rise tò ỉnterestỉhg spéculatỉon. We refér to OIRA-33580,

íl- recéived from CL. s. report frọm a lòng, tiine 

source who in turn had receívèd the iníorniation from a "íoreign 
and reliable" sub-source. In a subsequếnt report the soụrce 
was identified as Subject. The report stated that "the Pentagon " 
Is đissạtisTied with the results obtaihed bý the AIS in Italy 
in : its present ỉorm (American Embassy ìn coilaboration with 
SIFAR and .the Mínistry) , and is proposing the establishment 
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of its own Service in Italy - an autonomous onej not conncctcd 
with any of the íoregoing, The task oí organizing this net- 
work has been entrusted to a high^ranking American official 
who knows Italy well and used to serve there in a similar 
capacity, (Conunent: This American subsequently was identiíicd 

as Joseph LƯONGOy a military intelligence officer wi th dubious 
operational contacts who was PNGd from Italy in May 1961 
after aỉmost fifteen years on the Italian scene as an Army 
representative*) Another SAEVECKE report was received on 
11 March 1963 through the same channel, This report contained 
the following; 

A, The Pentagọn’s desire to set up an independent 
net to controỉ Italian internal events, was baseđ on 
the fact the Pentagon díd not share the same point of 
view as the information agencies of the State Department 
with regard to the Italỉan internal situation, 

B. The American Colonel had requested that SAEVECKE 
identiíy to him German ex-agents stilỉ residing in Itaỉy, 

c, The American Coloneỉ would cọme to Italv betvveen 
19-31 March to coníer with political personalit ies close 
to Mario SCELBA (former Prime Minister and Ministor of 
Interior) , as well as some higli oííicials of the Italian 
police wíth whom he had been in contact in the past. 

D, Ạccording to SAEVECKE^ the American Colonel 
does not look íavorably on the vCommanding General of 
the ''Carabineri,/' or the National . Chieí of Police, 
claiming these inđividuals are tỉed in to the **Center-Lef t 
government, íavored by the State Department, but not by 
the Pentagon. 

3, lH: discussed the case with the SETAF G-2 

on 27 March 1963, and they disclàimed any knovvledge, According 
to SETAF, Joseph LƯONGO was assignéđ to the 5ỉ3th ICG in 
Germạny at the time (He apparently still is) •• KƯBARK Ci -D 
believed SÉTẠF suspected either the 513th ICG or DIA was making 
an end-run ọn SETAF. No action was taken by KUBARK to resolve 
the issue ỉn Germanỵ^ Even assuming thẹ Army in Germany was 
behind thiis ihaneuver, it is dỉííicụlt to explain eíther LƯONGO*s 
or SAEVECKE’s actions. Their invoỉvement in internaỉ Italian 
affalrs, to the possibĩe detriment of American/ItalỊan relations 
and of American intelligence interests, woulđ have benetited no 
one (except possibly the Soviets) . 

4. It is suggested that COS/G raise. the question of 
LUONGO’s actỉvities, past^and present, with emphasis on the 
SAEVECKE aspect with USAREƯR. Shoulđ COS/G not desire to do 
this, Headquarters would be.willing to explore the matter 
with ACSI. Pleáse advise.
